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After 27 May, all long distance telephone commmicatious between the Fast 
and West Zones will be routed through Leipzig. Previously all interzonal 
télephone channels went through Leipzig, Dresden or Magdeburg. Since Leipzig 
is already overloaded, the result of this rerouting will be a slow down of 
all interzonal telephone traffic. 


The following lines from East Berlin have been transferred from the East 
German Post to direct Soviet uset three to Potedam, and one each to Rostock, 
Wismar, Neuruppin, Leipzig, Magdeburg, Halle, and Luckenwal de. In source's - 
opinion, this may indicate a Soviet troop build-up in these areas. 
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
